Like the public statement made by 
the President's friend in New York, 
the embagsies have been advised that 
the Texan is merely to give American 
ambassadors and ministers “more in- 
timate knowledge of the President's 
attitude regarding certain phases of 
international questions and to obtain 
their point of view on the matters.” 

The ambassadors here have been 
advised that Col. riouse’s trip has no 
connection whatever with a move- 
ment to bring about peace. 

HOUSE'S FIRST MISSION. 


There is a difference between Col. 
House's mission at the present time 
and that he took severai months ago, 
Then came to Washington and 
with the British, French 
and Russlan ambassadors at a joint 
and separately with Count 
von Bernstorff,.tne German Ambas- 
Dr. Dumopa, the Austrian 
colonel talked 
peace on that occasion. He endeave 
ored to convince the allied represent- 
atives that the time was propitious 
for tnem to lay down their arms and 
to enter upon negotiations for the 
termination of the war.

In short, he confirmed 
precisely what he had learned in 
Washington before his departure and 
what he was told when he traveled 
in Europe. 

NOT EXPECTED AT CAPITAL 

The colonel did not come to Wash- 
ington on this occasion, and is not 
expected here. It is true he had

Remarks by Court Raise 
Hopes of Defendants, 


Judge Hunt is Considering 
Degrees of Guilt. 


Government Contends All are 
Equally Culpable.

NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—Remarks by 
Judge Hunt at the trial today of the 
eleven former New Haven directors, 
charged with conspiracy under the 
Sherman law, jas to the government's 
position that the evidence in the case 
applies to all the defendants equally, 
raised hopes in the minds of their at- 
torneys that the court might direct 
a verdict of acquittal in the case of 
certain of them, at least. 

Judge Hunt, while listening to fur- 
ther argument on the motion for dis- 
missal of the indictment, mentioned 
the name of Henry K. McHare and 
Frederick F. Brewster as having par- 
ticipated in the alleged conspiracy to 
a lesser degree than some of the other 
G@efendants. The fact that he appar- 
ently took recognition of a difference 
in the degree of participation by the 
defendants caused counsel to express 
confidence that they. would be able to 
convince the court that these and oth 
ers held to be in the same class should 
be tmmediately acquitted. They point. 
ed to Robert W. Taft, James S. Hem- 
ingway, D. Newton Barney, A. Heaton 
Robertson and Charles M. Pratt as in 
this category. 

These defendants have scarcely been 
mentioned individually except as hav- 
ing been present at. directors’ meet- 
ings at which various of the alleged 
unlawful acts were committed, and all 
joined the New Haven board at a 
comparatively late date in the prog- 
ress of the alleged conspiracy. Their 
respective counsel plan tomorrow to 
take up their cases individually. and 
argument also will be made individu- 
ally in behalf of William Rockefeller, 
Lewis Cass Ledyard and Charles F. 
Brooker. Argument for Edward D. 
Robbins has already been heard. 

Counsel devoted themselves today 
chiefly to an effort to prove that the 
government had failed to show that 
any conspiracy whatever . existed. 
When the session adjourned Royall 
Victor was quoting the authorities in 
an attempt to convince the court that 
if the New Haven directors had con- 
spired to monopolize, the directors of 
every great railroad corporation in 
the country were equally gullty.

STRIKE OCCURS IN WAR-HOUSE

The allies undoubted- 
ly will strain every nerve for the 
spring and summer campaign.

VICTORY NEAR 
BUT IS MISSED. 


Constantinople at Mercy of, 
Allies Last March, 
Forts Weakened and Short of 
Ammunition, 


Defenders Prepared to Flee 
Turks’ Capital, 


r. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE} 

VIENNA, Nov. 20.—Had the aliled 
fleet returned to its attack upon the 
Dardanelles batteries on the day after 
the great bombardment of March 19, 
last, the waterway to Constantinople 
would have been surely forced, In the 
opinion of a number of artillery offi- 
cers of the defense works near 
Techamek Kale, expressed to the As- 
avClated Press correspondent who has 


just come from the Dardanelles 
front to Vienna. 

One of the principal batteries had 
tor three of its large caliber guns jus 
four armor-piercing shells each when 
night ended the tremendous effort of 
the British and French fleet, it ap 
peared. For the fourth gun five 
shells were left, making for the en 


tire battery a total of seventeen 
projectiles pf the sort which the ag 
gYressor 4 to fear. What 


this 
meant is best understood when ht is 
considered that the battery in ones 
tion was the one which had to be 
en the widest berth by the allied 
BETTER PACK UP. 


During the evening of Mareh 18 
the Associated Press correstondent 
talked to several artillery offivers from 
the battery in question. 


“Better pack up and be ready te 
quiet at daybreak,” sald one of them, 

“Why?” he was asked. 

“Oh, there are sure to get in to 


morrow.” 

Then the officer stated his reasons. 
He was so sure that the fritish and 
French would return in the morning 
to finish their task that there was 
no question in his mind as to the 
propriety of discussing the ammunie+ 
tion matter. 

“We'll hold out well enough to make 
them think that there is no end te 
our supply of ammunition,” he said, 
“but it can’t be done if they go — 
their work in real earnest. With o 
heavy pleces useless, they can red — 
the batteries on the other shore with« 
out trouble. The case looks hopelesm 
You had better take my advice.” 

MISS DANGER SIGNAL 


Following ine injunction thus giv 
en the correspondent early next . 
morning packed his few belongings, 
keeping meanwhile a watchful eye on 
the tower of Kale Sultanie, where the 
flag, showing that the allied fleet was 
near, was usually hoisted.- But the 
morning hours passed and stil) the 
danger signa] did not appear. 

The allied fleet evidently was not 
inclined to risk more such losses as 
those of the previous day, when the 
Bouvet, Irresistible and Ocean went 
down and five other ships were badly 
damaged.

INFORMATION FAILED. 


Although the British information 
stem in this fleld of operations was 
éfficient, it must have failed in this 
instance, for it seems certain that with 
seventeen shells the battery in ques- 
tion would have been easily disposed 
of, a channel could then have been 
made through the mine ffeld and the 
way to Constantinople would. * have 


been open.

Today the Dardanelles forts have all 
the ammunition they can use and the 
position generauy has been 80 ime 
proved and strengthened that it is 
considered probabie that to force the 
straits would take more ships than 
the allies have.

FRENCH CRITICISE 
MILITARY SERVICE

Shipments Larger. 
Both Oranges and Lemons in 
Van of Prosperity. : 


Larger shipments and higher prices 
have combined to make the present 
the greatest orange season in seven 
years, according to a statement made 
yesterday by General Manager Powell 
of the California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change. 

“During the 0 ended December 
20,” said Mr. Powell, “the sales were 
from 35 to 500 per cent. greater than 
during the corresponding weeks of 
preceding years, and prices the high- 
est, except in 1911, when the sales 
were one-third less. 

“Moreover,” he continued, “as a re- 
sult of holding back shipments to 
conform to the eight-to-one govern- 
ment standard, which assures fruit of 
good eating quality, the price started 
higher this year than during any pre- 
vious year for the past seven years, 
and a higher price has been main- 


tained each succeeding week, except 
one, t during these preceding 
years.” 

In addition, according to Mr. Powell, 
California oranges are of extra hich 
quality this year and are finding warm 
acceptance in markets where the 
Florida fruftt formerly reigned su- 
preme. 

“As a result of a strict conformity 
to the government standard,” he said, 
“California navels have been bringing 
better prices this year than the best 
packs of Florida rruit, something that 
has not occurred in recent years. 

“There was a wood deal of con- 
troversy.“ Mr. Powell continued, 
“when the government's eight-to-one 
standard was first put into effect. But 


the returns to the growers in dollars 


and cents show the soundness of the 
standard. 

“In former years the color of the 
fruit was taken as the standard of 
maturity. This standard whs first ap- 
plied in Florida. but taued., as color 
and eating quality do not bear a di- 
rect relation to each other. especial | 
early in the season. Neglected groves 


ing quality of the fruit is developed. 

“In fact, the growers of this State 
cannot be too much commended for 
their ready acceptance of the govern- 
ment standard, as it is the only true 
standard of eating quality and the 
only standard that gives the consumer 
any assurance that the fruit is of the 
highest palatability.” 

Though the exchange issued its gen- 
sonal crop estimate a month before 
the opening of the navel season, No- 
vember 1, Mr. Powell stated yesterday 
that conditions have been found about 
as torecast, though the quality of the 
fruit is muen higher than even the 
most sanguine anticipated. 

“There is a shorter navel crop than 
last year and the Florida crop Is also 
Smaller.“ he said, “but there fis a 
much larger Valencia crop. From 
present indications, there is every rea- 
eon to believe that the orange market 
will preserve its present high-tone 
throughout the year, and that the sea- 
son will be, perhaps, the most suc- 
ceseful in history, especially as our 
citrus crop chis vear totals about the

SHERIFF CLINE W WINS 
PRISON FOOD FIGHT. 


HE mandamus proceedings | 
brought by the county, and 
which Sheriff Cline was forced 

to oppose in upholding his conten- 
tion that he does not legally have to 
supplies for feeding the 
prisoners at the County Jail through 
the purchasing agent's department, 
went by the board yesterday when 
Judge Works sustained the Sheriff's 
demurrer, not only to the complaint, 
but to an amended complaint pre- 
pared in advance. 

Under the court's decision Sheriff 


Cline is entitled to purchase supplies 
used in boarding the prisoners where 
he desires. Full effect, however, was 
ziven to the section of the Political 
Code authorizing the appointment of 
a purchasing agent, by holding that 
the purchasing agent is an agency of 
the county to purchase supplies here- 
tofore purchased under wk direction 
of the Board of Su 

The court held that — 1611 
of the Penal Code, requiring the 
Sheriff to provide food for the prison- 


vision 21 of Section 4041 of the po- 
litical Code, which authorizes the 
Beard of Supervisors to employ a 
purchasing agent to purchase sup- 
plies for the county and all county 
offices. 

Judge Works pointed out that pro- 
viding food included not only the 
purchasing of supplies, but also the 
preparation and serving of it and 
various other things. He also re- 
ferred to Section 4290 of the Politica) 
Code, reyuiring the Board of Super- 
visors go fix a price at which the 
prisoners should be boardea, and de- 
clared that that price must be fixed 
in advance. 

The county argued that it would

be more economical if the Sheriff 
bought his supplies through the pur- 
agent, because that official 
buys in larger quantities, but, while 
the court declared that this consid- 
eration might be entitled to some 
weight, he suggested that inasmuch 
as the purchasing agent buys things

from Various sources he might not 
be able to purchase supplies to be 
used in preparing food for the pris- 
oners any more cheaply than the 
Sheriff could furnish them, because 
the Sheriff is himself a large pur- 
chaser of this particular class of 
supplies. 

The court gave weight to the point 
raised by Messrs. Hunsaker and Lew- 
insohn, representing Sheriff Cline, 
and whose arguments won this clear- 
cut victory over the attempt of the 
Norton ring to drive him into pat- 
ronizing the county’s lunch counter, 
that the Sheriff is under a responsi- 
bility to the prisoners to furnish them 
with wholesome food. If he gives 
them deleterious food and they be- 
come sick, the Sheriff is liable in 
damages tu them. Furthermore, the 
court said, the packages delivered to 
the Sheriff by the purchasing agent 
might contain weapons or a means of 
escape smuggied in with the food. 

Messrs. Hunsaker and Lewinsohn 
argued that if the Sheriff selected the 
sources from whicn the supplies 
came he could, in an action for dam- 
ages, recoup himself tor any loss that 
he might suffer by reason of un- 
wholesome food or the smuggling jn 
of saws, dynamite or otner means of 
escape and destruction. On the other 
hand, if the purchasing agent fur- 
nishead the goods, the Sheriff would 
only have recourse to an action 
against an officer who might be in- 
solvent. 

Judge Works said this considera- 
tion Was entitled to very great 
weight. In the absence of a very 
clear’ declaration on the part of the 
Legislature depriving the Sheriff of 
the right to provide food, it eould 
not be presumed that the legislators 
intended to put the Sheriff in such a 
perilous position.

WAY OPEN FOR APPROVAD OF 
WATER TRANSFER. 


Imperial Valley Irrigation District 
may Take Over California De- 
velopment Concern’s Properties as 
Soon as Judicial Approval is Se- 
cured—Change may Come Soon. 


News came from El Centro last 
night that the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany and the New Liverpool Salt 
Works Company have agreed to waive 
the reappraisement of the California 
Development Company's properties in 
Imperial Valley, and that this action 
will assure the judicial approval of 
the sale of these properties to the Im- 


perial Valley Irrigation district, prob- 
ably within one month. 

This will be pleasing to the people 
af the Imperial Valley and to the hun- 
dreds of outsiders who have property 
Interests in that fertile region. It 
means that within a comparatively 
short time the entire control of the 
source of irrigation water for this 
great valley will be in the hands of 
the land owners themselves, repre- 
sented by the directors of the dis- 
trict. 

A contract for such a sale was made 
in this city early last October between 
the representatives of the Southern Pa- 
cifie and Directors Walter O. Hamilton 
and Barl C. Pound of the irrigation 
district. The purchase price agreed 
upon at that time wag $2,152,500, and 
the Southern Pacific representatives 
agreed to accept as payment bonds of 
the irrigation district at par, the con- 
tract to be effective as soon as the 
bonsd were validated by the courts. 

The judgment of the New Liver- 
pool Salt Company against the Califor- 
nia Development Company, amounting 
to approximately $450,000, of course, 
has to be taken care of by the pur- 
chaser, and it is expected that this 
claim also can be settleg by the turn- 
ing over of bonds for this pu 
This and other claims will probably 
require the transferring of close to 
$1,000.000 of the district bonds, After 
these settlements are made the dis- 
trict expects to have in reserve ap- 
proximately $600,000 in bonds, which 
wil) be held for the upbullding’ and 
general improvement of the system. 

The origina! system of the Califor- 
nia Development Company was bullt 
fourteen years ago, but has been 
added to considerably since that time.

UILD FLEET FOR 
DEEP-SEA TUNA. 


A new venture which may add sub- 
stantially to the importance of the 
fishing industry on this coast is being 
undertaken by the Halfhill Tuna 
Packing Company of Long Beach. 
The company, which is composed of 
A. P.. H. J. and Charies P. Halfhill, 
is having a fleet of fishing boats built 
with a large motor-driven tender for 
use at the beginning of next season. 

The fleet will be owned and operated 
by the company, the fishermen who 
do the work receiving a percentage 
of the catch in payment. Until now 
tuna and other fish have been caught 
on the contract plan, the packing 
company neither owning nor control- 
ling the boets that furnish their fish. 

A. P. Halfhill said yesterday that 
the market for tuna is so good that 
the packing companies can undoubt- 


edly dispose of all they can put up. 


The pack is Umited by the quantity 
of fish procurable. He believes ‘more 
fish can be taken far out at sea, 200 
to 260 miles, and that is where the 
new fleet will go after them. 

The eight fishing boats, now being 
constructed at Tacoma, are each 
forty-two feet long, ten and a half 
feet beam and equipped with a * 
five-horse-power motor. 
typical of the Southern California 
fishing boat with some improve- 
ments. They will be ready for use 
before the season opens next May. 

The tender, also being built at Ta- 
coma, is on the plan of a Gloucester 
fisherman. It is 70 feet long, 16-foot 
beam, 8%-foot hold and has a 90 
horse-power gasoline engine. The 
hold has a capacity of sixty tons of 
fish iced. It has sleeping quarters 
for twelve people besides an owner's ' 


the boats can stay out on the farther 
fishing grounds as long as the catvh 
ig good. The tender picks up the 
fish every two or three days, takes 
them to the packing-house and re- 
turns with supplies for the fishermen. 
The fishing voats are saved the time 
and expense or long, frequent tripa, 
and there is tne further advantage 
that the fish, kept iced in the tender s 
hold, reach the packing-house in 
Prime condition. 

The Haifhill company packed 30,- 
000 cases tne past Season, and is 
doubling its capacity for next season. 
Mr. Halthill says they will also ex- 
periment with a new seine next sea- 
son. It will be 300 fathoms long, 
thirty fathoms deep and constructed
